250 bunches during the second year 
after planting, and an average yield for 
the future of 300 bunches per annum. 
The price of the fruit fluctuates slight- 
ly during the season, but averages at 
the steamer from twenty to thirty cents 
per bunch, and to the frugal and care- 
ful farmer this represents a profit of 
thirty-five or forty per cent. This may 
sound extravagant, if not incredible*, 
to our American farmers, but it is 
nevertheless a fact, which cau-be sub- 
stantiated by a number of our citizens, 
who have settled in this country and 
are making small fortunes.

COAL MINE RUN BY WOMEN. 


A th letic Sister* W ho Can Farm and 


Do H ousew ork as W ell as D ig Coal* 
A coal mine run by tv omen Is au In­ 
novation In America, 
In sections of 
Germany, England and Wales It 1« a 
common thing for women to work in 
ojid about coal mines, although of late 
years this custom has been almost 
abolislied in Wales. 


In the Mahoney Valley, several miles 
southwest of Shaimokiu, Pa., Lives Jo­ 
seph Maus, a native of Germany, who 
is owner and operator of a coal mine. 
His four grown daughters and three 
younger girls help him in operating the 
colliery. 
Their fajther considers them

the best slate pickers and workers in 
the anthracite region. 
He finds them 
dutiful, cheerful workers, and he never 
has any fears of their going on strikes 
for higher wages or from any imag­ 
inary grievances. 


Mr. Maus superintends the mine and 
works at cutting out the coal. The old­ 
est daughter, Katie, 22 years of age, 
performs the duties usually assigned to 
an outside foreman. 
She supervises 
the running of the breaker in a very 
satisfactory maimer, and attends to 
soiling the coal to the hundreds of 
farmers who live in the valley. Mary, 
21 years old, has charge of the mules 
which hoist the coal from the interior 
of the mine by an old-fashioned gin. 
Anne, who is a pretty good mechanic, 
runs the pump that keeps the mine 
from filling up with water and feeds 
the boiler and engine that operates the 
machinery. 
Lizzie is the slate picker 
boss and is assisted by her three young­ 
er sisters and little brothers in clearing 
•the coal of slate as it passes down the 
chutes into the storage pockets. 


These energetic young women are 
fine specimens of womanhood and are 
stronger than the average man. They 
are almost six feet in height, and well 
proportioned, erect and weigh on an 
average of 200 pounds. 
They do not 
confine their muscles and lungs in cor­ 
set and la,ce them into eighteen-inch 
waists, with the assistance of the bed­ 
post, previous to going to work, and 
they are satisfied with the fine physi­ 
cal perfections with which nature has 
endowed them and are content to lei 
nature have her sway which keeps 
them in perfect health and strength. 
They have never known a day’s illness 
in their lives and a visit from a doctor 
• is an unknown experience. 


Their clothes are not of the approved 
new woman order, but are of servicea­ 
ble material, the skirt just reaching the 
ankles. 
They wear stout brogans on 
their i’eet and take turn about helping 
their mother with the work on the farm 
and in the house. 
They are expert 
farmers and housekeepers. Mrs. Maus 
runs the farm and her husband claim« 
it is a better paying investment than 
the coal mine. The girls work hard six 
days in the week and seem happy and 
contented with their lot

A l i g h t h o u s e Girl* 


Gustav Kobbe writes a p*p<»r on 
•'Heroism in the Lighthouse Service” 
for the Century. Mr. Kobbe says: Sev­ 
eral of the violent storms that have 
whirled over Matinicus Rock have 
tried the fortitude of the little band of ■ 
faithful watchers upon it One of these ( 
watchers, Abby Burgess, has become 
famous in our lighthouse annals, not 
only for long service, but also for brav­ 
ery displayed on various occasions. Her 
father was keeper of the rock from 
1853 to 1861. In January, 1850, when | 
she was 17 years old, he left her in 
charge of the lights while he crossed 
to Maticinus Island. His wife was an 
invalid, his son was away on a cruise, 
and his other four children were little 
girls. The following day it began to 
'‘breeze up;” the wind increased to a 
gale, and soon developed into a storm 
almost as furious as that which carried 
away the tower on Minot's Ledge in 
1851.

Bicycle Prices Fall. 


After several years of exorbitantly 
large profits the manufacturers of 
bicycles have been compelled to very 
largely reduce their prices.

lic actually refused to longer pay $100 
for a machine which can be built for 
one-quarter that amount. 


A few makers saw this some time 
ago and put on the market cheaper 
machines at very 
greatly 
reduced 
prices which so cut into the business 
of the higher priced manufacturers 
that in pure self-defense they were 
compelled to bid good-bye to their old 
high prices. 


Why should not the same thing oc­ 
cur with type-writing machines? They 
no doubt cost considerably less to pro­ 
duce than bicycles, and yet some of 
them are selling at the ridiculously 
high price of $100. 
It is fair to infer 
that a machine which sells at $50 costs 
close to $15 to manufacture. 


If a few large department stores in 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chi­ 
cago, etc., would arrange for large 
quantities to be manufactured for them 
by some one outside of a Trust the 
prices would come down to reasonable 
figures as have those of bicycles.

Flour ib rising in price and has reach- 


ed $5 a barrel. Lust April it cost $4.10, 
'the lowest price of the year. The ad- 
vance has been steady since, and some 
of those in the trade think it will con- 
tinue until war prices will again prevail. 
The millers in the large Hour manufac- 
turing centres in the West say that every 
advance of one cent in the price of wheat 
means an advance of live cents in the 
price of a barrel of flour, and they ex- 
pect a continuous advance in the price 
of wheat, basing their opinions on the 
purchases of foreigners, report of short 
crops and the fact that this country has 
gotten rid of most of its surplus. If the 
wages of mechanics and laboring men 
advance in proportion to tbe increase of 
flour and some other household com- 
modities, they will not grumble at the 
rising markets, but should they remain 
stationary and show no advance, there 
will be a general "kick" all along the 
line, and not without substantial reason. 


Kansas City, Missouri, has broken her 


record in the matter of wheat receipts, 
the total for the three weeks during 
which the new crop has been under way 
having amounted to 6,097 cars, or about 
4,000,000 bushels; and there are more 
than 12,000 carloads of wheat piled up in 
the railway yards of that city. Almost 
as big a "boom" as the great harvest itself 
is the rapidity with which it is being 
rushed to marltet, since it gives the rail- 
ways employment for rolling stock much 
of which would otherwise be idle at this 
tune, and gives the farmers their money 
so early that the eifect of its expenditure 
will certainly be shown in the increased 
volume of fall trade and in the general 
wiping out of debt.—Phila. Record. 


According to un official estimate made 


in the Treasury Department, the present 
population of the United States slightly 
exceeds 77,000,000. 
This indicates au 


annual increase of more than 2,000,000 
since the last Federal census was taken 
in 1890, when the total population of the 
country was found to be more than 02,- 
000,000. We are now within three years 
of another Federal census, at which, it is 
reasonable to anticipate, the total popu-

The cost of harvest- 
ing has been reduced to a minimum by 
this machine, and the number of days 
consumed in getting a large field ready 
for market will be about half that of the 
regular harvesting. 
Eight or ten men 


handle it easily while it is turning out 
from 1,500 to 1,800 sacks a day of ten 
hours and sweeping 100 acres of grain 
clean. 
At present it is worked in the 


heaviest wheat ever grown in that coun- 
try. The grain on the islands has always 
been tall and of rank growth, but this 
year it was much heavier than in the 
past seasons. No difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in harvesting, ^as the traction 
iiiigine, which was built especially for 
the machine, pushes it through the thick 
grain with about the same ease that an 
ordinary engine would draw a wagon 
over a country road.

Under 
such 
favorable 
and 
en- 
couraging 
conditions, 
the 
banana 
trade, with almost incredible rapidity, 
has increased

and royal 
lineage from the earliest and mythic 
epochs of human career.

A Lilghthouao Girl,

After several years of exorbitantly 
large profits the manufacturers of 
bicycles have been compelled to very 
largely reduce their prices. 
The pub- 
lic actually refused to longer pay $100 
for a machine -which can be built for 
one-quarter that amount. 


A few makers saw this some time 
ago and imt on the market cheaper 
machines at very 
greatly 
reduced 
prices which so cut into the business 
of the higher priced 
manufacturers 
that in pure self-defense they were 
compelled to bid good-bye to their old 
high prices. 


Why should not tho same thing oc- 
cur with tyxDe-writing machines? They 
no doubt cost considerably less to pro- 
duce than bicycles, and yet some of 
them are selling at tho ridiculously 
high price of $100. 
It is fair to infer 
tbat a machine which sells at $50 costs 
close to $15 to manufacture. 


If a few largo department stores iu 
New York, Boston, Philadelj^hia, Chi- 
cago, etc., •would arrange for large 
quantities to be manufactured for them 
by some one outside of a Trust the

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Flour is rising in price mul hiis rcach- 
•ccl !j;5 a barrel. 
Last April it cost $4.10, 
^hc lowest pricc of tlio year. 
The atl- 
vancc has l)ccn steady siucc, and some 
of llioRo in tlie trade think it ^vill con- 
tinue until war pricee will a^ain ])rovail. 
The millers in the larp:o flour manufac- 
turing centres in the West sa;y that every 
advance of one cent in thcpncc of wheat 
menus an advancc of live cents in the 
price of a harrel of flour, aud they ex- 
pect a continuous advance in the price 
of wheat, basing their opinions on the 
purchases of foreigners, report of short 
crops and the fact that this country has 
gotten rid of most of its surplus. 
If the 
Avages of mechanics and laboring men 
advauco in proportion to the incyease of 
flour and some other household com- 
modities, they will not grumble at the 
rising markets, but should they remain 
•stationary and show no advance, there 
will he a general "kick" all along the 
line, and not without substantial reason. 


Kansas City, Missouri, has broken her 
rccord in the matter of wheat receipts, 
the total for the three weeks during 
which the new crop has been under way 
having amounted to 0,097 cars, or about 
4,000,000 bushels; and there are more 
than 12,000 carloads of wheat piled up in 
the raihvay yards of that city. 
Almost 
ns big a "boom" as the great harvest itself 
is the rapidity with which it is being 
rushed to marlwt, since it gives the rail- 
ways employment for rolling stock much 
of which would otherwise be idle at this 
time, and gives the farmers their money 
so early that the cirect of its expenditure 
will certainly be shown in the increased 
volume of fall trade and in the general 
wiping out of debt.—Phila. Record. 


A dispatch from California says: Farm- 
'<3rs arc going to Stockton, for miles, to 
see the biggest grain harvester in the 
world at work on Robert's Island in the 
"San Joaquin River, near that city. 
The 
machine turns out three sixty-pound 
-sacks of wheat every minute. 
The ma- 
chine has a cutting line of fifty-two feet, 
and it also threshes and sacks the grain . 
In one run around a 4000 acre field it 
will turn out hundreds of sacks of wheat 
ready for market. 
The cost of harvest- 
ing has been reduced to a minimum by 
this machine, and the number of da5's 
consumed in getting a large Held ready 
for market will be about half that of the 
regular harvesting. 
Eight or ten men 
handle it easily while it is turning out 
from 1,500 to 1,800 sacks a day of ten 
hours and sweeping 100 acres of grain 
•clean. 
At present it is worked in the 
heaviest wheat ever grown in that coun- 
try. The grain on the islands has always 
been tall and of rank growth, but this 
year it was much heavier than in the 
past seasons. 
No dilliculty has been ex- 
perienced in harvestings as the traction 
ijngiue, which was built especially for 
the machine, pushes it through the thick 
grain with about the same ease that an 
ordinary engine would draw a wagon 
over a country road. 


The Newburgh, N. Y., Journal says 
that the newspaper men of that i)lace are 
consideriug the plan of shutting out 
^*dcad-hcad advertising of concerts, excur- 
sions and various 
entertainments 
by 
church and other organizations, who go 
to job printers for tickets, hand-bills, 
&c., where they pay cash, and who visit 
the newspaper ollices and request the 
publication (several times, in some cases) 
of notices of the events, for which they 
pajr—nothing. 
Truly 
the 
Newburgh 
newspaper men have good cause to criti- 
cise the methods of some people who 
should be more business-like than they 
are. If they expect free notices the least 
they can do is to patronize ne^vspaper 
ollices M'here job printing is done also. 
And it isn't only organizations, etc., that 
are guilty, either 
Some business (?) men 
-and firms work the same methods.'*

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Woman's Soprano "X'olce. 


The scientist who discovered in tho 
human larynx the anatomical reason 
why woman has a soprano voice and 
man a bass one was a woman—Mrs. 
Emma Seiler. 
She was a German, 
born in Wurtzberg, 
Left a widow 
with two children to support, she re- 
solved to become a teacher of singing, 
but suddenly lost her voice. 
Then 
she determined to find out why; also 
to discover, if possible, the correct i 
method of singing, so that others 
might not lose their voices. 
For this 
purpose she studied anatomy. 
She 
dissected larynx after larynx 
and 
spent years in her search, trying to 
find, for one thing, why women's head 
tones could reach high 0, while men 
had uo sojorano tones. 
At length her 
search was rewarded, says the Phila- 
delphia Times, She discovered under 
the microscope one day two small 
wedge-shaped cartilages whose action , 
produces the highest tones in the hu- 
man voice. 
She made her discovery i 
public. 
It excited 
great attention ^ 
among scientists. 
Her own brother, a 
physician, praised the treatise in the j 
highest terms till he found his own , 
sister had written it. 
Then he dashed i 
it down, saying in a rage that she ' 
would be better attending to 
her 
housework. 
Mme. Seller's portrait, a

of water by the roots of the vine in 
springtime. 
The water is forced 
through all the branche.-i and stems to 
their very tips, and where they are 
cut by the ju'uner it oozes out like 
teardrops.
